SUMMARY COMMENTS ON SITE PLAN:

Land Use: The applicant is requesting approval of a Conditional Use Permit for the Texas College of
Traditional Chinese Medicine. The existing building has been occupied by the Texas College of
Traditional Chinese Medicine, which is an accredited college facility, since 1986. It was previously
permitted as Administrative and Business Office use. “College and University Facilities” is a civic
use, and requires a Conditional Use Permit.

This site meets all compatibility requirements. The single family property to the East (rear) of the site
is owned by the Texas College of Traditional Chinese Medicine and is occasionally used by the
students.

Transportation: A traffic impact analysis was not required. All transportation comments are
cleared.

Environmental: The site is in the West Bouldin Creek watershed, which is classified as urban. The

site is not located over the Edward’s Aquifer Recharge Zone. This site is in the Desired Development
Zone. All environmental comments are cleared.

(4) signs;

(5) characteristics of operation, including hours;

{6) a development schedule; or

(7) other measures that the Land Use Commission determines are required for compatibility
with surrounding uses or the preservation of public health, safety, or welfare.

During a public hearing, the board or commission may postpone or continue
an application’s hearing to a later date, or recommend approval or denial of
the application. If the board or commission announces a specific date and
time for a postponement or continuation that is not later than 60 days from the
announcement, no further notice is required.

A board or commission’s decision may be appealed by a person with standing
to appeal, or an interested party that is identified as a person who can appeal
the decision. The body holding a public hearing on an appeal will determine
whether a person has standing to appeal the decision.

A zoning ordinance amendment may include a conditional overlay which
would include conditions approved by the Land Use Commission or the City
Council. If final approval is by a City Council’s action, there is no appeal of
the Land Use Commission’s action.
